was repeated with many new dashes 
of color before the senate oil com­ 
mittee by Al Jennings, who became 
famous years ago as a train robber 
and since has turned evangelist and 
politician. 
Jennings said he was passing on 
what had been told him by Jake 
Hamon, Oklahoma Republican na- 
tioanl committeeman who was killed 
by Clara Smith Hamon late in 1920. 
Briefly Hamon’s story as related 
by Jennings on the stand today as 
follows;

Jennings said he had known Ha­ 
mon for a number of years and had 
gone with him to the Chicago con­ 
vention.

“ We went to a room in one of the 
hotels,” the witness said. “He told 
me Harding would be nominated 
next day and that it had cost him 
$1,000,000. He said he would be 
secretary of the interior, that Mr. 
Daugherty was at first in favor of 
Senator Fall for the position but 
that he finally was won over. 
“T hat’s about all I know of it.” 
Replying to an inquiry from Sen­ 
ator W heeler Jennings said; 
“He (Hamon) wanted me to head 
ohe of. his companies. He said the 
Democrats had not left much of 
the public lands but that he would 
get the rest of it.” 
“Did he speak about the oil re­ 
serves?” 
“He said public lands, nothing 
about the oil reserves. He said mon­ 
ey had been very potent in Washing 
ton as in outlying districts of the 
United States and that with his 
money he would be president of the 
United States. I have talked with 
people in Oklahoma about Hamon’s 
expectations and I do not think he 
kept them from anybody.” 
“Did you talk with anybody about 
his being secretary of the interior?” 
“No.” 
# 
“Di<l he say to whom he gave any 
money besides Senator Penrose?” 
“Yes. sir. 
Daugherty 
$25,000, 
Will Hays $25,000 and a man— is 
there a man named Manning from 
Ohio?—well, some one in Ohio to 
whom he gave $25,000. There was 
a fourth person.” 
“Anyone else?” 
“No one I can remember. Money 
was used freely with the Oklahoma 
delegation.” 
“ Did he say how much it cost?” 
“No, sir.” 
“Did you have any conversation 
with Mr. Hamon before going to 
Chicago as to his business plans for 
the future?” asked Senator Walsh. 
“ Yes, that goes back to 1917,” 
Jennings said. 
He then told of a visit to Hamon 
in Ardmore, spending a night in a 
hotel talking. 
“We had some drinks of 'Four 
Roses’ ”, Jennings said, “and talked 
all night. Hamon wanted me to go 
back and run for governor. Hamon 
said ‘I am going to be the biggest 
man in the United States before I 
close my career.* ” 
The story told by Jennings was 
branded as false and preposterous 
in a statement by Leighton C. Tay­ 
lor, former secretary 
to 
Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania. Declaring 
he had been in constant attendance 
upon the senator while he was ill 
in Philadelphia before and during 
the convention, Taylor said that 
Hamon had never seen or commun­ 
icated with Penrose, nor had the 
latter ever mentioned Hamon’s name 
to his secretary.

Benting virtually every tribe in Ain-' 
erica, are expected here in June to 
attend a celebration of th#* Society 
of Oklahoma Indians, which it is 
believed will be the largest assemb­ 
ly of aborigines ever held. 
In conjunction with the celebra­ 
tion a three day carnival will he 
held at which the various tribes will 
don war paint and exhibit their! 
prowess in their traditional cere­ 
monials, including the spectacular 
corn and sun dances, and num er­ 
ous games. The carnival 
will be 
staged at Sand Springs park, under 
present plans, and most of the tribes 
men, their squaws and maidens, will 
be quartered in tents. 
The Five Civilized tribes of Okla­ 
homa will sponsor the fete. The 
original purpose in gathering the 
Indians together will be to perfect 
plans for the protection of social, 
aducatidhal 
and 
financial 
interest 
of the tribes, and to further gov­ 
ernment legislation toward giving 
the Indians more rights in respect 
to the holding of lauds. Decision 
to hold the convention was reached 
a b a preliminary meeting of Indian 
leader* bere. Tribes in Canada and 
Mexico hare written the superin­ 
tendent of the Five Civilized tribes 
at Muskogee that they expect lo 
have almost all their active tribes­ 
men present for the celebration. 
In addition a group of Canadians 
inter*ated in Indian affairs of their 
country are expected bere for the 
event.

Loomis, authority on Indian affairs; 
Sir James Longlived, minister of the 
interior of Canada, and Lady Lo ug­ 
li ceti ; Brig.
